MR. MEYER’S REPORT 


Action is expected to be taken on the 
report of George von lL. Meyer and his 
committee of stockholders of the New 
Haven railroad, the effect that the 
executive committee of the road has 
offered every opportunity to the stock- 
holders’ committee to examine ‘books and 
accounts and no restrictions on gaining 
whatever information may be gleaned, 
at the meeting of the full stockholders’ 
committee in Boston next -.onday. The 
extent of the examination, whether ex- 
perts will be employed to look over the 
road’s affairs, will be decided on then in 
the opinion of Mr. Meyer. 

The examination may occupy several 
weeks in the estimation of .Mr. Meyer, 
who says that the next step will be to 
organize for more detailed work. 

“I feel that we are approaching this 
question without prejudice,” said Mr. 
Meyer at the conclusion of the New 
York meeting yesterday. “We have 
asked for a subcommittee of the execu- 
tive committee, so that we could meet 
from time to time when we desire with- 
out the whole executive committee com- 
ing together, which would be impossible 
in summer, as it is composed of nine 
or ten members, and they have agreed 
to’ this.” 

As a subcommittee the New Haven 
directors named the members of the ex- 
ecutive committee and Theodore N. Vail, 
president of the American Telephone & 
Telegraph Company. 

Those who were present at the Grand 
Central station on behalf of the man- 
agement were: President Charles S. 
Mellen, J. P. Morgan, William Rockefel- 
ler, Samuel Rea, J. S. Hemingway, Ed- 
ward Milligan, Charles F. Brooker, presi- 
dent of the American Brass Company;

Granted that 50.000 veterans of the 


civil war will assemble at the Gettys- |

$12,000. Under the supervision of one 
chief commissary there have been erected 
400 great army cooking ranges and out- 
fits. There are four assistant commis- 
garies, 10 commissary sergeants, four 
commissary clerks, 800 cooks, 800 assist- 
ant cooks and 130 bakers.

THERE are sO many untoward conditions a 
confronting the business world at present 
that there is wonder that the volume should 
be as great as it actually is. If it were pos- 
sible to inspire business men of the United 
States with confidence in the administration 
at Washington it would go a long distance 
toward solving the problem for the entire 
commercial world. For, whether justifiable 

& or not, much apprehension exists in financial 
and business circles regarding the attitude of the govern- 
inent toward capital and corporations. At present it is cur- 
rency legislation upon which the attention of financial interests is 
focused. Many bankers have expressed their dislike for the cur- 
fency measure proposed and which may become law. Corporate 
interests also think that the administration has shown its hostility 
toward them in its policy regarding the trusts. These circumstances 
are considered really more important than the fact that there is to 
be a drastic reduction in the tariff. 

On the top of the unsettled state of affairs in this country is 
the disturbed situation abroad accompanied by money tightness the 
world over. It is acknowledged there should be a means of over- 
coming this condition and there is, but the world has a long distance 
to go to bring about a decidedly improved order of things. A bet- 
ter feeling between capital and labor and between capitalists and 
government officials should prevail and more tolerance among 
nations should obtain. If the administration officials and business 
interests are sufhciently open minded to come to a common under- 
standing as to the needs of the country at large desired laws could 
be speedily enacted and business would then, it is generally admitted, 
adjust itself to them in short order.

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» The money markets of the world have been disturbed by the 
apprehension of a general war in Europe and the heavy appropria- 
tions ot governments tor armament. It is estimated that as much 
as $500,000,000 has been hoarded abroad as a result of the Balkan 
situation. None of this money has made its appearance so far as 
observable since the war clouds began to disappear.

In the South as well as in the North—in the South more, per- 
haps, than in the North—the menace of negro segregation in popu- 
lous communities has long been recognized by observant and thought- 
ful people. To many of these it has seemed marvelous that a peo- 
ple so isolated and so neglected could have.borne themselves so 
well. Speaking generallv, the negroes have first been deprived of 
the most ordinary advantages, have been compelled to shift for 
themselves, and have then been expected to maintain a high standard 
of morality. It has become plain that such neglect as that from 
which the negro was suffering is calculated to’lead to serious social 
consequences. Atlanta, Ga., and other southern communities, have 
exhibited of late years intense interest in the moral side of the negro 
question, and they have been generous in their outlays upon schools 
and other institutions intended to promote communal association, 
ethical advancement and moral stability among the segregated. 
Chicago, however, is one of the first, if not the very first, of the 
northern cities to recognize the fact that the negro element ig the 
population is entitled to something more than passing attention, and, 
with the cooperation of some of the leading negroes of the city, a 
few philanthropic white citizens have provided a Y. M. C. A. 
building, with full equipment, as a social center for the negro quarter. 

At the dedication of the. building, Booker ‘T. Washington 
Chicago simply what similar institutions were doing tor the whites, 
no more, no less; and he appealed to the young colored men of the 
citv to make use of it for the advancement of themselves and of their 
people. “The building,” he said, “belongs to the entire race, and 
I appeal to you to make of it the highest service. Surely Chicago 
will not stop here, and surely other cities will be influenced by Chi- 
cago’s example to make provisions for their negro citizens such as 
are freely granted whites, regardless of class distinction.

As a moral spectacle the analogue of the event cannot be cited trom 
ancient, medieval or modern history. Here is its chiet significance 
for observers of the tendencies and acts of contemporary America. 
The military features of the four days celebration no doubt will 
be impressive. Eloquence, inspired by a unique event, may be 
loftv. But neither the martial nor the oratorical successes of th 
unprecedented gathering can compete with the event itself. Had 
not there been magnanimity on the part of the victors and full appre- 
ciation of it by the defeated, had not the years taught each set of 
combatants the equality in sincerity, conscientiousness and courage 
of its rival and had not the course of national history finally hast- 
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ened sectional reconciliation because of need of unity of action 
against foes, foreign and domestic, the world could not have been 
blessed by so enheartening a vision made -real. 

Grant began the process of reunion at Appomattox when he 
defined terms of capitulation that were honorable and generous. 
Lee did equally prophetic work when, tollowing the war, as a civil- 
jan and educator, he pointed his countrymen toward common ways 
of equity, good will, and social betterment. The years have come 
and gone, and the example of these typical men has been imitated 
and their counsels have been followed, the more so because the 
nation as a whole has profited by the wisdom and the spirit of love 
manifested by Lincoln, beside whom all the protagonists of the 
great conflict perforce seem secondary. 

This event must compel the attention of the world, especially 
at a time when so many nations beyond seas are tense with internal 
and external problems that indicate no such dominating unity of 
natriotism as will be disclosed when South and North forget the 
past and face the future.
